DSS advertises available 
property on the Defense 

Logistics Agency (DLA) 
Reutilization, Transfer, 

Donation (RTD) site 

Authorized LEA personnel 
search for and request 

property on the RTD site 

State coordinator approves 
or rejects requests 

LESO approves or rejects 
requests 

LEA picks up approved 
property requests 

LEA is responsible for DEMIL 
category A property for 1 
year, after which it is no 
longer on their inventory 

All other DEMIL categories 
of property remain on LEA’s 
inventory until they transfer 

or return it to a DSS 

LEA must annually certify 
that all property on their 

inventory list is present and 
accounted for 

State Coordinator conducts 
Program Compliance 

Reviews with a minimum of 
5% of LEAs annually 

LESO audits State 
Coordinator and at least 5% 

of LEAs every other year 
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
